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REMARKS 

Claims 22 and 23 are currently pending. Claim 22 has been amended. 

In particular, claim 22 was amended to specify that the composition consists of a 
combination of peptides. Support for the amendment to claim 22 can be found throughout the 
application as originally filed. 

The foregoing amendment should in no way be construed as an acquiescence to any of 
the Examiner's rejections, and has been made solely to expedite examination of the present 
application. Applicants reserve the right to pursue claims as originally filed in this or a separate 
application. No new matter has been added. 

Rejection of Claims 22 and 23 Under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) 

Claims 22 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being anticipated by Singh et 
ah (U.S. Patent No: 5,721,1 19). The Examiner concludes that Singh et al teach the amino acid 
sequence of Lol p lb. 1 "wherein said sequence contains the peptides recited in the claims". 

Applicants respectfully traverse this rejection. However, to expedite prosecution, 
independent claim 22 has been amended to specify that the composition consists of a specific 
combination of Lol p lb. 1 fragments. Accordingly, the pending claims are novel in view of the 
cited reference.
